Colonel The O'Gorman specially wished that 
a convoy should be sent ont the first thing 
with ammunition and provisions for the 
troops at tho front, and it was arranged 
that the Naval Brigade should form that 
convoy, under the command of Lieutenant 
Hillman. At about half-past seven a party of 
some 200 men came in with Captain Berger, 
who said he had left 100 men encamped in a 
good position. A consultation, which the Hon. 
J.#H. Stewart Lockhart attended, took placo, 
and it was decided that, after resting, the men 
should return to the front, Colonel The O’Gor- 
man taking thecommand. The Colonel directed 
Commander Davison to attend to the foryward- 
‘ing of ammunition and to keep open the line 
of communication as far as possible wi'h the 
Naval Brigade. 

At about 12.80 the first escort was ready. It 
consisted of 20 blue-jackets and 10 marines, 
with Warrant Officer Johnson, under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Hillman. Twenty coolies, 
carrying a large quantity of ammunition and 
commissariat stores, eventually started for Pak- 
hueng camp, which was reached at 6.45 the 
following morning. Lieutenant Hillman had 
orders to return if not required, but Colonel 
The O'Gorman requested him to remain, and 
he and his men formed part of the attacking 
force which was to push on to the villages situ- 
ated in the southern portion of the Peninsula. 

At noon on Tuesday another escort, consist- 
ing of 15 blue-jackets and five marines, under 
Lieutenant Snowdon, reached the camp at .Pak- 
heung with ammunition and stores, and joined 
the portion of the Naval Brigade which had 
preceded him, so that the Naval Brigade at the 
front now consisted of two lioutenants, two war- 
rant officers, and 50 men.

the jury that sometime between seven and eight 
o’clock in tha evening of the 15th March defen- 

dant came into thehotel. Sheknew him quite well 
by sight, because he had been in the hotel half- 
a-dozen times or more previously. At. tha time 
be seemed to be slightly under the influence of 
liquor, and put his legs on a table. Miss 
Nichol told him to take his legs off, and 
on going up to the table she noticed a stick 
belonging to defendant. It was a bamboo 
stick split at one end, and was ‘similar to the 
one produced. On a friend of the barmaid 
coming into the hotel defendaut began to fool 
her about and hold her round the waist. Shortly 
after this defendant left the premises, and went 
outside, and did not return. He had not, been 
seen on the premises since. When defendant 
left the hotel it was nearer eight o'clock than 

seven. The evidence of the other witnesses 
would show that somo time after eight oclock on 
the evening of oe March five rickshas were 
engaged outside ‘the Hongkong dispensary, in 
these rickshas being Mrs. King, Miss Letitia 
King, Miss Ella King, Miss Maudie Parker, 
end Mr. McKinnon, the gentleman who was 
assaulted. They went down Praya East, and 
when near Fenwick's engineering shop @ man 

2ashed out from under a verandah on the south 

side of tha Praya and tried to get hold of the 

first rickxsha. He missed it, and also missed the 

second, but he caught hold of the third, which 

contained Miss Letitia King, and put his arm 

ronud the latter's neck. Mrs. King was in 

the fourth ricksha immediately behind, and 

she called out to Mr. McKinnon, who was in 

the fifth rickisha. Mr. McKinnon immediately 

car: up to the man and asked him why he had 

stopped the lady. Then the mau gave Mr. Me- 

Kiunon a blow in the face. Mr. McKinnon re- 

turned the blow, kuocking a cigar out of the 

man’s mouth. Then the man, who had a cane 

in his hand, struck Mr. McKinnon across the 

face and fit bim iu the right eye with it. Then, 

aithough it did not seem quite clear, Mr. Mc- 

Kinnon gave the man another blaw which caused 

him to fall down into theroad. Mr. McKinnon 

at once felt the pain in his eye and called out 

that his eye was put out. He was taken to the 

hospital the same evening, and, unfortunately, on 

the 17th his eye had to be removed by the doctors 

of the Goverument Civil Hospital. After the 
assault, defendant and 12 other soldiers, all wear- - 
ing the same uniform, were brought before Mr. 
McKinnon, who identified defendaut as the man 
who had assaulted him.

HON. J. H. STEWART LOCKHARY’S REPORT 
ON LANTAO, 

The following is the section of the Hon. J. 
H. Stewart Lockhart’s report on the New 
Territory dealing with the Islands :— © 

There are thirty-three islands within the 
leased territory. Some of theso are uninkabited, 
and most of them are very small and of little or 
no importance. : 

“The total area of the islands is 90 square 
miles, aud the estimated population 13,720. 


The amall islands, if inbabited, confained a 
few fishermen only. and are not cultivated. 
‘Lhe six chief islands are :—

The island of .Lantao. is ahout 15 miles long 
and 54 miles wide, being considerably larger 
than the islind of Hongkong, which is 11 miles 
and from 2 to 54 miles broad. Along the west 
coast are several towns and some cultivated land 
up to the base of the hills. These hills, which 
are really # continuation of the southern range 
of the mountain system of the San On district, 
present a most imposing appearance, and con- 
tain lofty peaks, the highest of which rises to 
an elevation of 3,050 feet. The two most flour. 
ishing towns in Lantao are Tung Chung, con- 
taining nine villages. the inhabitants of which 
are engaged in agriculture and fishing; and ‘ai 
O, the busiest town on the island, with a popu- 
lation of 3,000. The latter is a great fishing 
centre, and owing to the large number of fish. 
ing junks and other vessels that visit, the shop- 
keepers seam to do a flourishing business. The 
only representatives of the Chinese Government 
on the island are two military officers, one, a 
captain, stationed at Tung Chung, the other, a 
lieutenant, stationed at Tai O, subject to the 
colonel commanding stationed at Taip‘ang on. 
the mainland. The island of Lantao contains 
magnificent buildiug sites. and. as it is only five 
miles from Hongkong, and open to the south- 
west monsoon during the hot months, it is not 
unlikely that the residents of Hongkong may 
during the summer make use of this island, the 
fine white sandy beaches of which afford excel- 
lent sea-bathing. . 

The island of Cheung Chau is a busy place, 
at which many of the steamers, launches, and 
junss plying between Hongkong and Macao 
call. There is a station of the Chinese Imperial 
Maritime Customs on this island, as there is 
also on the island of Ma Wan, commonly known 
as the Kap Shui Mum Station. The deep an. 
chorage at Cheung Chau affords good shelter, 
especially during an easterly gale. 

The island of Lamma, called by the Chinese 
Pok Liu, 1s fonr miles long and two miles wide. 
Near its centre it is so narrow that it is only a 
quarter of a mile across. The chief bay is 
Picnic Bay, on the east side, which affords 
secure anchorage for a vessel in about six fathoms 
of water. This island has four villages, the 
largest of which has a population of about 250. 

‘he island of Waglan, situated to the south- 
east of Hongkong, has a lighthouse on it, which 
is at present under the control of the Chinese 
Imperial Maritime Customs, and which will, I 
presume, in future be placed under the Harbour 
Master of Hongkong.

Portuguese law and custoni. Had not Lieut. 


Galhardo interfered; the Colonel would have 
been exposed to unpleasantness from the by- 
standers. The matter wag reported to the 
Governor of Macao; who approved of Lieut. 
Galhardo’s conduct,‘ and a report of the cir- 
cumstances has been made by the Macao 
Government to Sir Claude MacDonald. 

Lieut. Galhardo is'a nephew of the Governor 
of Macao, but does not hold the position, as 
stated in our report, of A.D.C. 

The procession is not endowed out of funds 
won in the Manila lottery. It is called the 
Senhora Remedios Procession, not after the 


Macao lady of that name, but in honour of the* 


Virgin, who in the Portuguese language bears 
that and several similar designations. The 
money won in the lottery by Senhora Remedios 
of Macao was devoted to other public purposes 
but not to the Senhora Kemedios Procession. 


In connection; with the unpleasantness ex- 
perienced by Coloriel Browne at Macao recently 
it was stated in the semi-official account sup- 
plied by Consul-Ggneral Romano, in correction 
of the original report that appeared in the 
Daily Press, that fhore was no arrest. We 
notice, however, thal the Eeho Macaense, in its 
account of the ‘affair, says \that‘ after Colonel 
Browne persisted {in keeping his hat on “ Lieuten- 
ant Galhardo gave the ordey to arrest him, and 
the Englishman was conducted to the British 
Vice-Consulate, where he was set at liberty.”

Force with a pension many years ago, and my 
career since having been somewhat checkered, I 
thought perhaps a few lines might be interest- 
ing, especially so if some of my old brother 
officers are still in harness in that dot on the 
ocean.

In our hearty wishes for your 
happiness and prosperity in the future, we 
desire to include Mrs. Alford and your family. 
I fear our words have not adequately expressed 
our feeling towards you, but I assure you that 
our wishes are sincere. (A pplause.) 


Mr. Alford in reply said—Mr. Little, and: 
gentlemen, I do not known how to express my 
appreciation of the honour you have done me, 
or my thanks for the kind words you have 
uttered and the souvenir which I understand 
you are kind enough to present to my wife and 
myself. -When three years ago I was asked to 
undertake the Chairmunship of this Chamber I 
did so with much reluctance, because I doubted 
my own fitness for the office, but I may say I 
was reassured on that point by the confidence 
shown me by the Committee. I think it is to 
that confidence and assistance, given me both by 
the Vice-Chairman and the other members, 
that the usefulness of the Chamber has been 
increased, and 1 hope maintained, rather than 
from any personal efforts of my own. That there 
have been periods entailing a sacrifice of time 
and of labour is, of course, undeniable, but 
when work is a pleasure to the worker it almost 
becomes a pastime, and I think the thanks are 
more due to those who gave me the opportunity 
of occupying the position rather than to me for 
the manner in which I have occupied it. I do 
not know how to thank you, for I feel naturally 
what is probably the termination of my career 
in Shaughai, as 1 think it is unlikely, except 
under very exceptional circumstances, I shall 
return. I feel it very difficult to express my- 
self at the severance of the ties of friendship 
and asaociation which have lasted with me for 
over thirty-one years. It was in 1867 that I first 
came out to China and was employed by the 
firm with which it has been my good fortune 
to remain and become a partner. Thirty-two 
years is a long time to look back upon, and 
think of the difficulties and, perhaps, one of the 
first difficulties I recollect was being called into 
the private office by thelsenior in Hongkong and 
told that my handwriting was good enough for 
a servant, but I was not paid to spoil the books. 
(Laughter.) With the aid of a broad pen, bow- 
aver, I overcame the caligraphic difficulty, and 
I have got over many other difficulties. But I 
did not come here to mention personal matters of 
that kind, and I will take the opportunity to 
again urge upon the Chamber, as [ wrote in the 
memorandum to the Committee, the desirability 
of continued support and adhesion to the one 
body which represents the interests of all 
nations. It has been a pleasure to me to work 
on this Committee not only composed of my 
fellow-countrymen, but composed of men who I 
think have become my personal friends of Am- 
erican, French, German, and Russian nation- 
ality, and I can look back with satisfaction 


on the fact that in all our relations during |. 


the past threo years there has never been 
one word or one thought which was distasteful 
or painful to any one of those nationalities, 
Gentlemen, I really do not know what I can 
say more than that I thank you from the bot- 
tom of my heart. I appreciate grealty the 
honour and compliment you have paid me, and 
T can only trast that the future of the Chamber 
will continue to be as uséful and satisfactory to 
all interests and all nations.
